There  were  172  books  added  to  the  library  during 
1961.  76  of  these  books  were  gifts  to  the  library.  The 
Davis  Library  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  has  been 
most  generous  and  besides  donating  several  worthwhile 
single  volumes  have  given  us  two  sets  of  encyclopedias. 
The  1953  World  Book  Encyclopedia  has  been  put  in 
general  circulation  as  the  library  already  had  a  1959 
edition  of  this  encyclopedia.  The  school  children  have 
made  good  use  of  the  privilege  of  borrowing  volumes 
of  this  encyclopedia.  The  other  gift  encyclopedia  is  a 
1955  edition  of  Crompton's  Pictured  Encyclopedia  and 
this  has  been  placed  in  the  Reference  Section  of  the 
library.  This  gives  the  library  three  fairly  recent  en- 
cyclopedias for  reference  use.  More  reference  books 
are  badly  needed  as  most  of  the  books  in  that  section 
are  very  much  out  of  date.  Unfortunately,  reference 
books  are  rather  expensive  and  the  book  budget  is  small. 
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other  gift  volumes  include  "Great  Women  of  the  Chris- 
tian Faith"  presented  by  the  Harry  Banks  family  in 
loving  memory  of  Mrs.  Arthur  Hubbard. 

The  library  hours  were  changed  in  February,  1961, 
and  the  library  is  now  open  three  afternoons  a  week 
with  a  total  of  twelve  hours.  The  new  library  hours 
are  Tuesday  and  Thursdays  from  2:30  p.m.  to  6:00 
p.m.  and  on  Saturdays  from  2:30  p.m.  to  7:30  p.m. 
The  increase  in  hours  was  done,  primarily,  for  the 
convenience  of  the  high  school  students  but  the  younger 
school  children  are  also  finding  it  helpful.  The  Libra- 
rian wishes  that  the  adult  population  would  visit  and 
use  the  library  as  faithfully  as  the  younger  population. 

Miss  Nellie  Hilliard,  for  many  years  the  dedicated 
Librarian  in  Kensington,  passed  away  this  summer.  A 
Memorial  Fund  has  been  established  in  her  honor  to 
pay  tribute  to  her  many  years  of  faithful  service  as 
Librarian.  The  money  from  this  fund,  $142.00  to  date, 
will  be  used  to  improve  the  Children's  Section  of  the 
library. 

A  telephone  has  recently  been  installed  in  the  library 
for  the  convenience  of  the  borrowers.  It  is  an  extension 
of  the  Town  Hall  telephone.

KENSINGTON  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


Fire  Chief's  Annual  Report — Year  Ending  1961 

During  1961  the  Kensington  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Inc.  answered  13  alarms  classified  as  follows : 

Dwellings     8 

Farm  Building  (Poultry  House)    1 

Stores    2 

Grass    Fire    1 
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Fires  at  the  Town  Dump   5 

Bus   Fire    1 

The  total  value  of  the  Buildings  involved  was  $42,- 
000,  and  the  estimated  damage  was  $21,500,  of  which 
$12,500  was  covered  by  insurance. 

A  total  of  3500  feet  of  21/2  inch  hose,  2100  feet  of 
iy2  inch  hose,  200  feet  of  booster  hose  were  laid  out 
and  used  to  pump  approximately  70,000  gallons  of 
water  on  the  fires.  90  feet  of  ladders  were  raised.  An 
average  of  16  men  and  4  officers  responded  and  a  total 
of  400  man  hours  were  expended  in  fighting  these 
fires.  Twelve  regular  monthly  drills  were  held  with 
an  average  attendance  of  10  men  and  4  officers.  In 
addition,  9  extra  li/^  hour  drill  sessions  were  held  for 
pump  operators.  Hose  was  tested  during  the  September 
and  November  drills  as  required  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters. 

A  Christmas  Tree  fire  retarding  program  was  in- 
augurated this  year.  Unfortunately  many  people  had 
already  decorated  their  trees  so  the  response  was  small. 
We  hope  for  better  results  next  year. 

The  year  1961  produced  many  advances  in  Fire  Pro- 
tection for  the  Kensington  Volunteer  Fire  Department, 
Inc. 

To  begin  with  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  $1,000 
for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment.  All  will  be  in- 
terested to  know  that  we  were  able  to  acquire  1000 
feet  of  new  2i/4  inch,  600  lb.  test  hose  and  2  new  II/2 
inch  combination  fog  nozzles. 

The  repairs  (factory  rebuilding  of  the  pump)  to  our 
pumping  engine  were  finally  completed  at  a  cost  of 
$1,965,  and  the  engine  was  restored  to  duty  in  March. 
We  are  very  proud  to  announce  that  this  debt  has  been 
entirely  paid  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

Because  of  this  pumping  engine  which  was  acquired 
during  1960  and  the  above  mentioned  hose,  the  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  agreed  to  give  the  town  an  in- 
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surance  reduction  on  residential  property  within  2 
miles  of  the  Fire  Station.  This  reduction  is  to  be  ef- 
fective for  three  years  and  to  remain  in  effect  beyond 
that  time  providing  an  entirely  new  Pumper  is  pur- 
chased prior  to  April,  1964. 

During  the  year  a  new  pond  has  been  dug  on  the 
property  of  Mr.  Clark  Jacobs  and  the  old  pond  back 
of  "Esther  Warner's  Store"  has  been  deepened  and  en- 
larged. Both  property  owners,  Mr.  Jacobs  and  Mr. 
Johnston  made  these  improvements  at  a  cost  of  some 
|300  each  so  that  all  the  residents  might  have  better 
fire  protection.  A  small  water  hole  was  also  dug  at 
the  Town  Dump. 

Late  in  the  summer  an  addition  to  the  Fire  House 
was  voted  by  the  Company.  This  addition  will  provide 
a  much  needed  hose  drying  tower,  garage  space  for  our 
extra  Tank  Truck  and  space  for  a  new  engine  in  the 
future  plus  kitchen  facilities  on  the  second  floor.  The 
members  of  the  Company  are  donating  their  labor  and 
the  materials  will  be  purchased  out  of  Company  funds. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  several  smaller  pieces  of 
equipment  have  been  acquired  including  a  large  chain 
saw  —  the  gift  of  our  President  Mr.  James  Burdick. 
It  should  also  be  noted  that  several  members  of  the 
Department  have  purchased  protective  clothing  — 
raincoats  and  boots —  at  their  own  expense.  While 
this  latter  shows  great  spirit  on  the  part  of  the  men, 
it  is  not  altogether  ideal  since  this  clothing  is  not 
carried  on  the  equipment  and  therefore  is  not  available 
to  anyone  other  than  the  owner. 

These  accomplishments  may  seem  small  to  some  of 
you.  However  they  are  the  signs  of  steady,  healthy 
growth,  rather  than  deterioration  —  which  so  often 
occurs  in  rural  departments.

Several  people  have  stated  that  they  think  a  bill 
should  be  sent  to  them  regarding  licensing  their  dog. 
Contrary  to  their  belief,  this  is  untrue.  The  following 
law  and  penalty  should  enlighten  them. 

Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months  old 
or  older,  shall  annually  on  or  before  April  13,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed 
for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  office 
of  the  town  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  said 
dog  is  kept  and   shall  cause   it  to  wear   around   its 
neck    a    collar    distinctly    marked    with    its    owners 
name  and  bearing  attached  to  said  collar  a  metal 
tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  registered  number. 
Said  tag  shall  be  furnished  by  the  town  clerk  at  the 
expense  of  the  city  or  town  from  the  amount  re- 
ceived from  dog  license  fees. 

466:13  Forfeit  -  Whoever  keeps  a  dog  contrary  to 
these  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  forfeit  fifteen 
dollars  ($15.00)  to  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  dog 
is  kept.

During  the  past  year  the  Planning  Board  has  largely 
confined  its  efforts  to  the  study  of  sub-division  control 
and  to  the  drafting  and  presentation  of  proposed  sub- 
division control  regulations  for  acceptance  at  an  ad- 
journed Town  Meeting.  This  was  in  accordance  with  a 
decision  voted  at  last  years  Town  Meeting.  At  that  time, 
an  adjourned  meeting  for  considering  the  regulations 
was  set  for  Tuesday,  May  23,  1961.  The  Planning  Board, 
unable  to  complete  a  draft  of  the  regulations  by  that 
date,  requested  at  the  adjourned  meeting  that  the  meet- 
ing be  further  adjourned  to  Tuesday,  November  14,  to 
consider  the  regulations.  It  was  so  voted. 

Subsequently  the  regulations  were  drafted  and  pre- 
sented for  comment  and  revision  at  public  hearings  on 
Tuesday,  October  3,  1961,  and  Tuesday,  October  24, 
1961.  Attendance  at  each  of  these  hearings  averaged 
about  twenty  people.  The  revised  proposed  regulations 
were  voted  down  at  the  adjourned  Town  Meeting  in 
November  by  a  vote  of  103  against  and  83  in  favor. 

In  view  of  the  unusually  large  vote,  the  Board 
strongly  feels  that  the  majority  of  the  people  do  not 
want  sub-division  control  or  at  least  think  that  it  is  un- 
desirable at  this  time.  Therefore,  the  Board  plans  no 
further  work  on  sub-division  control  during  the  coming 
year  unless  a  subdivision  problem  develops  that  adverse- 
ly affects  the  Town  or  unless  the  Town  or  selectmen 
expressly  request  further  action. 

A  set  of  large  scale  aerial  photographs  of  the  Town 
was  purchased  during  the  past  year  to  be  used  in  mak- 
ing a  land-use  study  and  map  of  Kensington.  Work  on 
this  project  has  commenced.  It  is  hoped  that  substantial 
progress  can  be  made  in  this  area  in  the  ensuing  year. 

Personnel  turnover  on  the  Board  has  remained  at  a 
high  level.  Howard  Blake  and  Parker  Blodgett  resigned 
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during  the  past  year.  Each  did  a  fine,  conscientious  job 
while  on  the  Board.  The  Selectmen  have  appointed  Gor- 
don Swift  and  Robert  Wadleigh  to  serve  out  their 
unexpired  terms. 

The  authority  to  establish  a  Planning  Board,  in  ac- 
cordance with  Chapter  36,  Sections  1-15,  N.  H.  Rev. 
Statutes,  was  voted  at  the  1956  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
The  Board  consists  of  seven  members.  Six  are  appointed 
by  the  selectmen  for  staggered  five-year  terms.  The 
seventh  member  is  a  selectman ;  each  selectman  serving 
a  one-year  term  in  rotation.  A  chairman  and  secretary- 
treasurer  is  elected  from  among  the  six  appointed 
members  each  year.  Regular  monthly  meetings  are  held 
at  the  Town  Hall.  Time  and  date  of  these  meetings  are 
established  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  following 
the  Town  Meeting.  Special  meetings  are  normally  held 
at  member's  homes.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 
To  date  no  one  has  availed  himself  of  the  opportunity 
of  attending. 

The  Board  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Town 
or  selectmen  on  matters  pertaining  to  Town  Planning 
and  development.  The  Board  may  institute  projects  or 
studies  in  this  area  or  conduct  studies  at  the  request 
of  the  Town  or  the  Selectmen.  The  Board  is  empowered 
to  draft,  conduct  public  hearings  on,  and  to  present  for 
vote  of  the  Town,  proposed  planning  legislation.  The 
Planning  Board  has  no  authority  to  enforce  any  plan- 
ning legislation  passed  by  the  Town  or  to  adjudicate 
any  cases  of  appeal.

The  Board  of  Appeals  was  appointed  by  the  Select- 
men to  serve  until  Town  Meeting,  March  1962,  at 
which  time,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall 
be  elected,  pursuant  to  Article  II,  Zoning  and  Land 
Use  Ordinance,  adopted  May  12,  1959.  These  members 
are  to  be  elected  to  serve  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five 
years  respectively  and  thereafter,  one  member  shall 
be  elected  each  year  to  serve  a  five  year  term. 

The  Board  held  its  first  meeting  in  June  1961,  was 
organized  and  the  members  studied  "The  Board  of 
Adjustment  in  New  Hampshire"  published  by  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Planning  and  Development  Commis- 
sion 1959.  Following  this  study  considerable  thought 
and  discussion  was  given  to  drawing  up  a  set  of  By 
Laws  which  were  eventually  adopted  and  are  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Necessary  forms  for  application  for  appeal  have 
been  drawn  up  and  are  available  whenever  the  need 
should  arise.  The  Board  will  meet  on  the  third  Wednes- 
day of  each  month  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  all  meetings 
are  open  to  the  public.  If  no  business  has  been  scheduled 
to  be  brought  before  the  Board,  the  meetings  may  be 
postponed  until  the  following  month,  by  order  of  the 
Chairman.

BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

TOWN  OF  KENSINGTON 

BY-LAWS 

Authority 

1.  These  By-Laws  are  adopted  under  the  authority  of 
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New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955, 
Chapter  31:66-76  and  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the 
Town  of  Kensington,  N.  H. 

Officers 

1.  A  Chairman  shall  be  elected  annually  in  the  month 
of  March  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board.  Said  Chair- 
man shall  serve  for  one  year  and  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-election.  He  shall  preside  over  meetings  and  hearings, 
appoint  such  committees  as  directed  by  the  Board,  and 
shall  affix  his  signature  in  the  name  of  the  Board. 

2.  A  Vice-Chairman  shall  be  elected  annually  in  the 
month  of  March  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board.  Said 
Vice-Chairman  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman  and  shall  have  the  full  powers  of  the  Chair- 
man on  matters  which  come  before  the  Board  during 
the  absence  of  the  Chairman. 

3.  A  Clerk  shall  be  elected  annually  in  the  month  of 
March  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board.  Said  Clerk 
shall  serve  for  one  year  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
election. He  shall  maintain  a  record  of  all  meetings, 
transactions,  and  findings  of  the  Board,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may  direct  by  resolution. 

Meetings 

1.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  Town  Hall 
unless  otherwise  called  for  by  the  chairman,  and  in  any 
event  at  the  Town  Hall  if  it  is  a  hearing ;  at  8  p.m.  on 
the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month.  Other  meetings 
may  be  held  on  call  of  the  Chairman  provided  notice 
is  given  to  each  member  at  least  48  hours  prior  to  the 
time  of  such  meeting. 

2.  QUORUM.  A  quorum  for  regular  business  shall 
consist  of  three  members.  A  quorum  for  hearing  and 
deciding  an  appeal  shall  consist  of  five  members.  If  a 
member  disqualifies  himself  or  cannot  act  in  a  par- 
ticular case  he  shall  so  notify  the  chairman  who  shall 
request  the  appointing  authority  in  March  each  year, 
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to  appoint  an  alternate  who  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  duties  of  a  regular  member  in  regard  to  the  appeal 
or  appeals  under  consideration  on  which  the  regular 
member  is  unable  to  act. 

3.  CHAIRMAN.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  over  all 
meetings.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  the  Vice 
Chairman  shall  preside. 

4.  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS.  The  order  of  business 
for  regular  meetings  shall  be  as  follows: 

a.  Roll  call  by  the  Clerk 

b.  Minutes  of  previous  meeting 

c.  Disposition  of  appeals  under  consideration 

d.  Hearing  of  appeals 

e.  Executive  session. 

(NOTE :  Although  this  is  the  usual  order  of  busi- 
ness the  board  may  wish  to  hold  the  hearings 
immediately  after  the  roll  call  in  order  to  accom- 
modate the  public.) 

5.  PUBLIC  HEARING.  The  conduct  of  public  hear- 
ings shall  be  governed  by  the  following  rules : 

a.  The  Chairman  shall  call  the  meeting  to  order 
and  call  for  the  Clerk's  report  on  the  first  case. 

b.  The  Clerk  shall  read  the  application  and  report 
on  the  manner  in  which  public  notice  and  per- 
sonal notice  were  given. 

c.  The  applicant  shall  be  called  to  present  his 
appeal  and  those  appearing  in  favor  of  the 
appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  speak. 

d.  Those  in  opposition  to  the  appeal  shall  be  allow- 
ed to  speak. 

e.  The  applicant  and  those  in  favor  shall  be  allowed 
to  speak  in  rebuttal. 

f .  Those  in  opposition  to  the  appeal  shall  be  allow- 
ed to  speak  in  rebuttal. 

g.  The  Chairman  shall  present  a  summary  setting 
forth  the  facts  of  the  case  and  the  claims  made 
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for  each  side.  Opportunity  shall  be  given  for 
correction  from  the  floor, 
h.  The  hearing  on  the  appeal  shall  be  declared 
closed,  the  applicant  will  be  told  that  a  decision 
shall  be  taken  within  thirty  days,  and  the  next 
case  called  up. 

6.  GENERAL  RULES. 

i.  Members  of  the  Board  may  ask  questions  at  any 
point  during  the  testimony. 

j.  Any  member  of  the  Board,  through  the  Chair- 
man, may  request  any  party  to  the  case  to 
reappear, 

k.  Each  person  who  appears  shall  be  required  to 
state  his  name  and  address  and  indicate  whether 
he  is  a  party  to  the  case  or  an  agent  or  counsel 
of  a  party  to  the  case. 

1.  Any  party  to  the  case  who  desires  to  ask  a 
question  of  another  party  to  the  case  must  do 
so  through  the  Chairman. 

m.  Any  person  who  desires  the  Board  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  a  witness  shall  present  his 
request  in  writing  to  the  Chairman  not  later 
than  three  days  prior  to  the  public  hearing. 

Appeals 

1.  Each  application  for  an  appeal  shall  be  made  on 
forms  provided  by  the  Board  and  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  who  shall  record 
the  date  of  receipt  over  his  signature.  At  each  meeting 
the  Clerk  shall  present  to  the  Board  all  applications 
received  by  him  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  meeting. 

2.  An  appeal  to  the  Board  on  any  administrative 
decision  shall  be  taken  within  thirty  days  of  the  date 
of  such  decision. 

'3.  The  Board  shall  reject  any  petition  not  properly 
filled  out  and  will  post  the  time  of  hearing  for  all  other 
petitions  when  received. 
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4,  The  Board  will  decide  all  cases  within  thirty  days 
of  hearing.  Notification  of  the  decision  shall  be  made 
on  a  form  provided  by  the  Board  and  shall  be  sent  to 
the  applicant,  the  Exeter  News  Letter,  the  Haverhill 
Gazette,  the  Town  Clerk  and  filed  in  the  records  of  the 
Board. 

Forms 

1.  All  forms  and  revisions  thereof  shall  be  adopted 
by  resolution  and  shall  become  a  part  of  these  by-laws. 

Public  Notice 

1.  Public  notice  of  public  hearings  on  each  appeal 
shall  be  given  in  the  Exeter  News  Letter,  the  Haverhill 
Gazette  and  shall  be  posted  at  the  Town  Hall  at  least 
ten  days  prior  to  said  hearing.  Such  notice  shall  include 
the  name  of  the  applicant,  description  of  property, 
action  desired  by  the  applicant,  provision  of  the  zoning 
ordinance  concerned,  the  type  of  appeal  being  made, 
and  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing. 

2.  Personal  notice  shall  be  made  by  regular  mail  to 
members  of  the  Board  of  appeal,  to  owners  of  record  of 
property  adjacent  and/or  within  200  feet  of  the  appli- 
cant's property.  Notice  shall  also  be  given  to  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  the  Town  Clerk,  and  other  parties  deemed 
by  the  Board  to  have  special  interest.  Said  notice  shall 
contain  the  same  information  as  the  public  notice  and 
shall  be  made  on  forms  provided  for  this  purpose. 

Amendment 

1.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  majority  vote 
of  the  members  provided  that  such  amendment  is  read 
at  two  successive  meetings. 

Amendment  No.  2  adopted  Sept.  20,  1961.  If  no 
business  has  come  up  forty-eight  hours  prior  to  the 
scheduled  meeting,  the  meeting  may  be  postponed  by 
the  chairman  to  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  following 
month.  In  any  event  the  Board  of  Adjustment  should 
meet  at  least  three  times  a  year. 
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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 


AN  APPEAL  FROM  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

In  these  days  of  constantly  rising  taxes  and  wages, 
any  unnecessary  expense  is  an  added  burden  on  every- 
one's pocketbook  —  yours  and  mine.  Forest  fires  cost 
money  and  damage  our  valuable  woodlands.  Lightning 
sets  some  forest  fires,  but  we  have  no  control  of  light- 
ning. Children  cause  many  fires.  Ninety-eight  percent 
of  our  forest  fires  result  from  human  carelessness  — 
our  carelessness.  This,  we  —  you  —  and  I  can  do  some- 
thing about. 

When  we  require  you  to  obtain  a  permit  for  out-of- 
doors  burning  or  forbid  you  to  burn  on  days  of  high  fire 
danger  or  set  up  regulations  —  hours,  etc.,  governing 
the  use  of  the  town  dump  we  are  simply  protecting  yours 
and  the  town's  interests. 

The  ever  present  threat  of  forest  fires  is  the  concern 
of  all  of  us;  the  responsibility  for  preventing  them  is 
ours  and  the  costs  of  extinguishing  are  ours.  We  can  do 
something  about  this  problem,  by  being  aware  of  and 
alert  to  the  danger  and  by  cooperating  with  your  warden. 

Do  the  things  that  are  required  of  you  — 

1.  Follow  the  warden's  directions. 

2.  Secure  the  required  burning  permit. 

3.  Keep  your  fires  under  control. 

4.  Completely  extinguish  your  fires  before  leaving 
them. 

5.  See  that  your  children  are  properly  cautioned. 
Everyone  will  benefit  by  it.

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SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  164,000.00  bond  issue  was  negotiated  with  the 
Exeter  Banking  Company  at  the  rate  of  3.6  per  cent 
per  annum.  Twenty  bonds  were  issued  payable  over  a 
period  of  twenty  years. 

The  school  building  committee  awarded  the  contract 
for  the  addition  to  the  elementary  school  to  S.  E.  La- 
Perle  &  Sons,  Inc.,  Exeter,  N.  H.,  December  20,  1961 
for  $57,232.00. 

The  contract  with  Irving  W.  Hersey  Associates, 
Architects  and  Engineers,  Durham,  N.  H.  is  for  6  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  which  will  be  $3,433.92. 

For  the  equipment  of  the  building  the  sum  of  |1,- 
900.00  has  been  set  aside. 

For  electrical  fixtures  the  sum  of  $600.00  has  been 
set  aside. 

For  window  shades  the  sum  of  $400.00  has  been  set 
aside. 

The  balance  of  $434.08  plus  the  interest  earned  on 
investment  of  the  money  will  be  used  for  grading  and 
any  other  expense  connected  with  the  new  building. 

Due  to  our  limited  funds  it  was  necessary  to  elimi- 
nate some  part  of  the  building  program.  In  order  not 
to  impede  the  construction  of  the  addition  we  chose 
the  partition  in  the  present  assembly  room.  This  parti- 
tition  is  needed  in  order  to  convert  this  room  to  a  more 
workable  classroom.  An  article  for  the  construction  of 
this  partition  has  been  placed  in  the  school  district 
warrant  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  each  and  every  one 
of  you  will  vote  in  favor  of  this  article. 

The  school  board  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  fol- 
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lowing  persons  to  serve  on  the  school  building  commit- 
tee; Mrs.  Edith  Goodale,  secretary,  Mrs.  Esther  Pres- 
cott,  Melvin  Armstrong,  Jr.,  Harold  Bodwell,  Jr.,  Her- 
bert Eastman,  Walter  Greenwood,  James  Rosencrantz, 
Harold  Smith  and  the  three  school  board  members  Rich- 
ard Batchelder,  Charles  Bickford  and  Horace  Gourley. 
Many  hours  were  spent  planning  this  building  and  I 
am  sure  the  town  will  be  able  to  look  with  pride  upon 
the  results  of  their  effort.

It  was  decided  to  employ 
a  lay  person  as  an  aide  to  assist  Miss  Lambert  two 
hours  each  morning  as  the  least  expensive  solution  to 
the  problem  for  this  school  year.  With  the  completion 
of  the  school  addition,  a  fourth  full  time  teacher  should 
be  employed  for  the  school  year  1962-1963. 

The  addition  to  the  school  will  provide  the  facilities 
which  should  take  care  of  the  school  plant  needs  for 
some  time  to  come.  Eventually  a  teacher  and  a  room 
will  probably  be  needed  for  each  grade  and  the  ad- 
dition provides  for  this  with  a  maximum  of  six  class- 
rooms. Until  this  number  of  rooms  may  be  needed, 
four  teachers  and  classrooms  can  be  utilized  which  will 
leave  the  space  of  the  other  two  rooms  as  an  activities 
area  which  will  find  many  uses  in  the  school  program 
and  also  can  serve  as  an  excellent  meeting  place  for 
the  P.  T.  A.  and  other  groups. 

According  to  the  tuition  contract  agreement  "the 
tuition  rates  shall  be  based  upon  the  estimated  average 
per  pupil  costs  of  grades  7-8  and  grades  9-12  in  the 
public  schools  of  Exeter  for  the  school  year  preceding 
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the  year  to  which  the  tuition  rates  are  applicable  plus 
a  rental  charge  of  two  per  cent  as  provided  under 
N.  H.  RSA  194:27."  The  estimated  per  pupil  cost  for 
junior  high  students  for  1961-1962  is  |359.66  and  the 
estimated  cost  for  high  school  students  is  $460.53.  To 
these  figures  is  added  the  rental  charge  of  $22.17 
making  a  total  junior  high  cost  of  $381.83  and  a  total 
high  school  cost  of  |482.70.  These  figures  have  been 
approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Because  the  above  figures  are  estimates,  the  Exeter 
School  Board  has  agreed  that  it  would  rather  be  on 
the  low  side  than  the  high  side  and  has  set  the  tuition 
rates  for  next  year  as  $375.00  for  junior  high  students 
and  $475.00  for  high  school  students.  It  may  be  of 
interest  to  know  that  the  estimated  state  average  per 
high  school  pupil  costs  for  1961-1962  are  $457.00  ex- 
clusive of  rental  fee. 

In  estimating  the  per  pupil  costs  the  following  ex- 
penditures were  not  included :  tax  for  state  wide  super- 
vision, transportation,  salary  of  the  Teacher  Consultant, 
hot  lunch  programs,  reimbursement  from  the  National 
Defense  Education  Act,  tuitions  and  capital  outlay 
items. 

Due  to  the  increasing  demands  on  the  school  nurses* 
time  and  services  and  the  increase  in  school  enroll- 
ments in  recent  years,  the  Supervisory  Union  School 
Boards  at  the  annual  budget  meeting  in  December 
voted  to  add  another  assistant  nurse  for  the  next 
school  year.  It  was  felt  that  there  are  decided  ad- 
vantages in  doing  this  on  a  supervisory  union  basis 
so  that  a  coordinated  health  program  may  be  continued 
and  that  the  health  equipment,  some  of  which  is  rather 
expensive,  may  be  used  in  all  of  the  districts  in  the 
union.  The  above  would  not  be  true  if  each  school  dis- 
trict were  to  employ  its  own  nurse  and  carry  on  its 
own  program. 

This  will  provide  as  personnel  a  head  nurse  and  two 
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assistant  nurses  to  carry  out  the  school  health  program 
for  our  schools. 

A  part  of  this  report  is  devoted  to  a  statement  by 
Mr.  Donald  Elsemore,  Teacher  Consultant  for  Super- 
visory Union  No.  16,  concerning  work  which  he  is  doing 
in  his  role  as  supervisor  of  elementary  education  which 
gives  him  the  opportunity  to  work  with  the  elementary 
teachers  and  to  assist  them  in  their  teaching.  He  re- 
ports as  follows : 

"During  the  last  session  of  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Legislature  the  title  of  Helping  Teacher  was 
officially  changed  to  Teacher  Consultant.  Although 
the  title  is  new,  the  task  remains  the  same,  to  work 
toward  the  continued  improvement  of  the  educational 
growth  and  development  of  children. 

One  means  of  bringing  this  about  this  year  has 
been  through  a  series  of  in-service  training  sessions 
for  teachers.  The  first  such  meeting  was  held  in  Sep- 
tember. Elementary  teachers  met  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Director  of  Mathematics,  George  Cun- 
ningham, for  a  close  look  at  the  recently  completed 
local  curriculum  guide  in  mathematics.  This  guide  was 
developed  by  Supervisory  Union  No.  16  teachers  and 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  each  teacher.  This  first  meet- 
ing was  designed  to  assure  the  wisest  possible  use 
of  thi  guide  toward  the  betterment  of  mathematics 
instruction. 

Other  meetings  have  dealt  with  the  following 
topics : 

Oct. :  The  teaching  of  reading  —  a  panel  of 
reading  specialists  answered  teacher's 
questions  concerning  specific  problems  in 
the  teaching  of  reading. 
Nov.:  Audio-visual  Aids  —  Mr.  John  Bardwell, 
Director  of  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Audio  Visual  Center,  conducted  this 
informative    meeting.     He    demonstrated 
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practical  classroom  uses  of  new  audio-vis- 
ual materials.  He  also  demonstrated  and 
discussed   the    possible    uses    of    teaching 
machines  in  the  school. 
Feb. :      Elementary  Science  Guide  —  Mr.  Howard 
Wagner,  New  Hampshire  Director  of  Sci- 
ence Education,  led  this  meeting.  Copies 
of  the  new  state  publication,  ''Elementary- 
Science    Guide",    were    distributed   to    all 
teachers.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was 
to  thoroughly  acquaint  teachers  with  this 
new  guide  through  actual  demonstrations 
so  that  once  in  the  hands  of  teachers,  it 
will  be  used. 
Later  meetings  are  in  the  planning  stage  at  this 
time.   Major  topics  will   deal  with  the  teaching  of 
spelling,  conservation  education,  and  a  look  at  new 
textbooks  and  other  instructional  aids. 

A  Boston  University  extension  course  in  the  teach- 
ing of  reading  was  recently  completed  in  Stratham. 
Twenty  Supervisory  Union  No.  16  teachers  took 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  improve  their  read- 
ing instruction  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Helen 
Murphy,  an  outstanding  person  in  the  field  of  reading. 
The  impact  of  this  course  is  already  being  felt  in 
our  classrooms. 

This  report  has  included  only  samples  of  the  work 
done  under  the  direction  of  the  Teacher  Consultant. 
Daily  work  is  varied  and  might  be  summarized  as 
including  all  phases  of  working  with  teachers,  pupils 
and  parents  in  the  search  for  new  ways  to  improve 
the  quality  of  education." 

As  a  matter  of  public  information  on  days  when 
there  is  to  be  no  school  due  to  inclement  weather  an 
announcement  will  be  made  over  the  Dover  radio  sta- 
tion WTSN,  1270  on  the  dial,  starting  at  6  :45  a.m.  and 
over  the  Portsmouth  radio  station  WHEB,  750  on  the 
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dial,  starting  at  7:15  a.m.  during  December  and  Jan- 
uary and  at  6 :45  a.m.  during  the  other  months  of  the 
year. 

The  decision  to  have  the  Standard  Achievement  Tests 
given  in  the  middle  of  the  school  year  rather  than  in 
May  to  all  except  students  in  the  first  and  second 
grades  has  the  advantage  of  teachers  being  able  to  use 
the  results  of  the  tests  diagnostically.  If  a  class  shows 
that  it  is  below  standard  in  a  certain  subject,  the  teach- 
er has  the  opportunity  to  require  more  work  and  drill  in 
this  area  for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  a  procedure 
which  should  result  in  better  achievement. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continues  to  make 
a  contribution  to  the  educational  needs  of  the  school. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which 
follow. 

Again  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  citizens,  the  members  of  the  School 
Board  and  to  the  teachers  for  their  continued  support 
and  cooperation.

SUPERVISORY  UNION  RETARDED  CLASS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Within  the  walls  of  the  beautiful  new  addition  to  the 
Exeter  Elementary  School,  the  Supervisory  Union  No. 
16  Class  is  holding  forth  this  year. 

The  enrollment  is  fourteen — nine  boys  and  five  girls. 
The  gradation  levels  are  from  kindergarten  to  fifth  and 
sixth  grade  activities.  The  span  of  learning  abilities  is 
great,  therefore  each  child  benefits  from  helping  the 
next  child  down  the  scale. 

The  major  portion  of  each  day  is  taken  up  with  prac- 
tical aspects  of  the  academic  necessaries — reading  for 
comprehension,  useful  mathematics,  everyday  spelling, 
studying  the  people  we  live  with  and  listening. 

During  the  week  various  groups  join  other  classes. 
Some  take  TV  science  with  a  fifth  grade,  some  with  a 
sixth.  There  is  a  small  section  taking  New  Hampshire 
History  with  a  fourth  grade  and  a  young  element  who 
join  a  first  grade  for  phonics.  Each,  according  to  his 
capabilities  and  size,  takes  physical  education  at  dif- 
ferent times  and  with  different  classes.  Herein  is  the 
advantage  of  being  part  of  a  large  school.  The  music 
and  art  supervisors  come  to  us  as  one  class. 

Troop  No.  323  Boy  Scouts  of  America  meets  each 
Tuesday  afternoon  with  Dr.  Pitchforth.  They  number 
7  Boy  Scouts  and  2  Cub  Scouts. 

It  is  a  challenging  year  to  us  all.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  the  music  program,  many  of  the  experiences  in 
which  the  pupils  participate  are  essential  from  year 
to  year.  Therefore,  in  order  to  avoid  repetition,  I  should 
like  to  state  briefly  that  during  the  year  1961  the  class- 
room work  included  the  following : 

Ear-training,  rhythms,  work  with  rhythm  band,  the 
learning  of  rote  songs,  action  songs,  singing  games, 
song  stories,  learning  to  play  tonettes,  studying  the 
fundamentals  of  music,  note  reading,  part-singing, 
music  appreciation  and  folk  and  square  dancing. 

In  the  spring,  the  pupils  of  the  4th,  5th  and  6th 
grades  presented  an  operetta,  "The  Smiling  Sixpence," 
at  the  Town  Hall.  Ftom  a  part  of  the  proceeds,  an  auto- 
harp  was  purchased  for  the  school.  Learning  to  play 
this  instrument  is  a  new  musical  experience  in  which 
the  pupils  are  now  participating.  Thanks  are  due  Mrs.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

A  school  health  program  is  generally  recognized  to 
include  these  essentials : 

A.  A  safe  and  healthful  school  environment. 

B.  Guidance  of  individual  pupil  health,  including 
periodic  health  examinations  as  needed. 

C.  Teaching  of  adequate  health  information. 

D.  Promoting  health  of  school  personnel. 

E.  Development  of  relationships  between  school, 
home  and  community  so  that  the  health  program 
can  be  carried  over  into  the  child's  life  outside 
school. 

F.  Making  necessary  adjustments  in  the  school  pro- 
gram for  children  w^ith  particular  needs. 

To  help  carry  out  these  essentials  the  health  staff 
may  consist  of  physician,  nurses,  psychologist,  nutri- 
tionist, psychiatrist,  dental  hygienist,  and  other  related 
specialists.  No  matter  how  complete  the  health  staff, 
it  cannot  carry  out  all  aspects  alone.  Since  health  is 
a  part  of  every  child's  daily  living,  in  his  classroom, 
his  room  and  his  community,  a  health  program  cannot 
be  isolated  in  the  health  office.  Its  success  depends  on 
many  people — parents,  school  board,  superintendent, 
teacher,  and  the  nurse. 

Constant  effort  is  being  made  to  achieve  most  satis- 
factory results  in  building  better  health  for  our  chil- 
dren by  integration  with  other  school  personnel  and 
coordination  with  state  health  agencies. 
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If  health  service  in  our  school  is  to  be  effective,  it 
is  obvious  that  adequate  budget  and  personnel  are 
necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  growing  school  pop- 
ulation. 

In  conclusion,  we  express  our  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  school  board,  the  Superintendent,  the  parents 
and  teachers  for  their  contribution  and  support  of  our 
health  program.
